WASHINGTON (Pa.,) May 6.— The Chi- 
nese government has but itself to blame 
for the loss of the war ts Japan. Govern- 
ment officials high up in China were in the 
employ of Japan both before and during 
the war. The enemy in most cas2s antici- 
pated all our movements.“ Such was the 
startling announcement made by Capt. P. 
Norton McGiffen, just returned from ten 
years’ service in the ‘Chinese navy. He 
was commander of the Chen-Yuen, the 
famous ironclad. 

J was in the hospital and not in com- 
mand of the Chen-Yuen at Wei-Hai-Wei, 
was reported, he continued. “‘Had 
I been in that fight I should not have Leen 
here now, ae I should not have given them 
the satisfaction of catching me. The Jap- 
anese had an ironclad agreement, in which 
‘no quarter to .oreign dogs’ was very con- 
~spicuous, and they meant ft. When we 
went into the big battle of the Yaloo, I 
made all preparations to keep out of the 
hands of the Japanese in case we shold 
get the worst of it. I would have killed 
myself before being taken for torture. 
Now that the war is over, I want to say 
that there is a blot on the previous fair 
fame of Japan which will never be effacad. 
Without one word of warning, before war 
had been declared, their fleet pounced 
down on the defenseless Kow-Shung and 
sent her with 1000 souls to the bottom. It 
was one of the most cold-blooded tricks in 
the history of the war.”

Benjamin Ratcliffe Accuses the Board

DENVER, May 6.—A special to the Re- 
publican from Como, Colo., says that at 
the Tarryall school district, nine miles east 
of Como, Benjamin Ratcliffe shot and killed 
Samudi F. Taylor, L. F. McCurdy and 
George D. Wyatt, constituting the Schoo! 
Board, ahd who were acting as judges at 
‘the annual school election. 

Wyatt, who survived four hours, said 
that Ratcliffe opened a discussion over text- 
books for the district. Then he accused 
the board of slandering his name and 
fame. Ratcliffe accidentally fired his Win- 
chester, the ball entering the floor at Tay- 
lor’s feet, doing no damage. During the 
exciting discussion following, Ratcliffe took 
deliberate aim at Taylor and fired, Tay- 
lor dying instantly. Ratcliffe then fired at 
McCurdy, striking him in the back, caus- 
ing instant death. He then shot Wyatt in 
the back. 

Ratcliffe surrendered to Deputy Sheriff 
Link at Como. He says that he did his 
best and what he thought was justifiable 
homicide. The three dead men are among 
the mcst highly-respected citizens of Park 
county.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—The Supreme 
Court, with its full membership of nine 
justices on the bench for the first time 
in many months, began the hearing today 
of the income-tax suits. Justice Jackeon 
of Tennessee, who has been absent from 
Washington the greater part of the past 
year secking restoration to health, took 
his scat with extraordinary interest at- 
tached to his presence, since be assumes 
practically the position of umpire upon 
the vital question of the principle upon 
which the law is based, and which divides 
the ether justices into equal factions.” Jus- 
co Jackson did not appear to be feeble, 
but it was plainly evident that he was 
far from being a well man, and that only 
by a strong effort did he sit throughout 
the hearing. 
Most conspicuous among the = spec- 
tators én court was Postmaster-General 
Wilson, the chairman.of the Ways and 
Means Committee that framed the tariff 
act: Representative McMillan of Tennessee, 
chairman of the sub-committee which 
rated the income-tax provisions, and ex- 
Speaker Criep of the House. The attend- 
ance of lawyers and others having an un- 
offic’al (nterest in the matter was notice- 
ably smaller than at the first argument of 
the law. and after the usual contingent 
of casual tourists had satisfied their curios- 
My do obtain a sight of the prominent men, 
the courtroom was not crowded. But two 
arguments are to be made for each side— 
_one by Atty.-Gen. Olney and Assistant 
Attorney-General Whitney for the govern- 
mont, and by W. G. Guthrie and Joseph 
Choate for the appellants, who are Messrs. 
Hyde and Pollock. Today Guthrie de- 
ö hivered his speech and Whitney began his, 
3 which he will finish tomorrow.

tion of which the entire country was 
vitally interested, and he assured all con- 
cerned that the counsel for the appellants

“The Constitution is the political creed

CUBAN AGITATORS AT WORK IN 
CAMAGUAY. 


The Flower of the Spanish Fdétces 
Sent to That District—Mayor 
Garcia of Santa Spiritu Re- 
signs—A Surrender.

NEW YORK, May 6.—A special to the 
World from Havana says that agitators of 
the revolution are said to be working hard 
in the Camaguay regions. Spain’s best- 
disciplined soldiers are being sent to that 
section as an uprising there would be 
fatal to Spanish rule. During the last war 
some 80,000 men revolted in that district, 
and a large column once came very near 
Havana. 

Marcus Garcia, the Mayor of Santa 
Spiritu, has sent in his resignation, and is 
in Santa Clara. No little importance is 
attached to this step. A native of Cuba, 
and a desperate and brave leader in the 
first revolution, he is extremely popular in 
the whole province of Puerto Principe, 
where he has lived all his lite. As Mayor 
of Santa Spirftu he has been devoted to 
the welfare of the people, personally con- 
ducting all forces in pursuing the many 
bandits that operated in that neighborhood, 
which he contrived to exterminate. 

The whole district of Camaguay would 
blindly follow him should he once more de- 
sire it. He has deen summoned to Havana 
to account to Gen. Campos for his strange 
resignation. In Rio Grande, in the neigh- 
borhood of Sancti Spiritu, men have re- 
volted, and are trying to induce Justo San- 
chez, a leader of the past war, to take 
command of them. At present the leaders 
are a Cuban named Castillo and a Spaniard 
named Quintero, 

There is a rumor that an expedition 2000 
strong is liable to land in Vuelto Abajo, 
at the extreme western end of the island 
of Cuba. Nothing definite can be ascer- 
tained in regard to it. The story appears 
to have been purposely set afloat by stock 
exchange speculators.

Kilrain. 


The American Was Winded in the 
Thirteenth Round but Lasted 
Twelve More. 


Halma Wins the Kentucky Derby in 
Splendid Style—The California 
Athletic Team-- Baseball in 
the East and Races.

CONBY ISUAND (N. v.,) May 6.—Since 
Goddard and Maher fought here in De- 
cember, 1892, there has not been a heavy- 


weight contest brought off in the vicinity 
of New York. 


The fact that Jake Kilrain of Baltimore 
and Steve O'Donnell of Australia were to 
meet here tonight at catch-weights in a 
25-round go attracted. a large crowd of 
Sports, as every person who had an op- 
portunity was anxious to see these two 
heavyweight pugilists prove who was the 
better man, after the very unsatisfactory 
temround draw which they fought a short 
time ago in Boston. 

After a minor bout between locals, 
George F. Green, better known as ‘Young 
Corbett” of San Francisco, was given an 
opportunity of showing his prowess. His 
antagonist was Jim Holmes of New 
York. They met at 135 pounds for eight 
rounds. The Californian had as seconds 
Young Griffo, Billy Delaney of San Fran- 
cisco, John McVey of Philadelphia and 
Jim MeCabe of Fordham. The men de- 
hind Holmes were William Holmes, Char- 
ley O’Brien and Pete Dunn of New York. 

“Young Corbett“ showed himself clever, 
but his blows lacked steam. He was 
knocked down in the third round. “Young 
Corbett” led in the fifth and sixth and in 
the latter he smashed Holmes right and 
left on the body and face at will. Holmes 
was very groggy. He stopped after Green 
had smashed him twice in the face in the 
next round, and Green was declared the 
winner. 

The event of the evening was then or- 
dered. There were about six thousand 
people in the house when the announcer 
gave out the names of the seconds. Billy 
Delaney, John McVey, Mike Dunn and 
Benny Murphy were to look after O’Don- 
nell, and Ernest Gebhardt, L. A. Duke 
and Al Halford of Baltimore were to take 
care of Kilrain.

State Supreme Court today handed down a 
decision reversing the decision of the Dis-

Crop—Damaged Hay.

A PRETTY PLUM. 


A Night Watchman and a Farmer 
Heirs to Three Million Dollars.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 6.—Capt. John 
Howland, a. night watchman on one ot 
the city wharves, and his brother, Jotham 
Howland, a farmer of Napa, will each 
inherit a large share of $3,000,000 held in 
trust for them by Mrs. Hetty Green dur- 
ing her lifetime. Mrs. Green's father was 
Edmund Mott Robinson. The Howlands 
were nephews of Robinson's wife. Robin- 
son, m commonly known as Black- 
hawk” Robinson, was a wealthly dealer in 
ship stores of New Bedford, Mass. He 
made a large fortune, over $10,000,000. He 
left $7,000,000 absolutely to his daughter, 
Hetty Green, and $3,000,000 was left to 
her for life, with the remainder after her 
death to the Howland heirs. 

Robinson had made his first success in 
life through the assistance of his father- 
in-law, Gideon Howland, and it was grati- 
tude for this that prompted him to make 
the only return in his power, by remember- 
ing his wife’s relations in his will. Origin- 
ally there were seven of these heirs, Jotham 
Howland, father of the brothers now liv- 
ing here, Gilbert Howland; Sylvia Almy, 
Gideon Howland, Joseph Howland, Maria 
Haskell and Abby Bailey. The only sur- 
vivors of these is Abby Bailey. All the 
others have died, and Hetty Green has out- 
lived them every one. But the money 
that will be theirs and of which they 
never have seen a single New England 
penny, she has been turning over and over. 
rolling up the millions into more millions 
through all the years. 

It will be the sons of old Jotham How- 
land who were boys when the will was 
made, but are now gray-haired men, who 
will come in for the greater part of the 
33.000000 that she holds in trust to be 
distributed after her death. 


MRS. STANFORD'S ANSWER. 


The Only Relief Open to the Govern- 
ment is Confiscation.

A PECULIAR 


William Tibbetts Dies at Monterey 
| of Partial Petrifaction.

MONTEREY, May 6.—The death in this 
city of William Tibbetts ended a case 
which scarcely has a parallel in med- 
ical history. The deceased was a suf- 
ferer from dropsy, and with the pecullar- 
ity that he was in 4 state uf partial pet- 
rifaction. His body was as rigid as stone. 
The pricking of a needle made no indenta- 
tion in the flesh; and all power of sensa- 
tion had disappeared. ‘Tibbetts was taken 
to the Normal Hospital and nine pbysi- 
cians made close examinations to discover 
the identity of the strange ailment. They 
finally pronounced it a case of tayoedena. 
In this disease the organs of the body 
partly disappear or ossify, causing a con- 
dition similar to petrifaction. 

No relief could be given the sufferer 
and two weeks ago he was irought home 
to die. The end came yesterday. A rest- 
mortem examination was made and it was 
found that the only organs intac: were 
the kidneys. The deceased,was a pioneer 
resident of this city and was 65 years oid.

CHICAGO, May 6.—-A special from Phil- 
adelphia says that in the reappraisement 
of the decorated china and cut and dec- 
orated glaseware shipped to this port by 
a London firm, glaring urdervaluations 
have been diecovered by special treasury 
agents. Some idea of the loss to the na- 
tional treasury may be gathered from 
the fact that on one invoice alone the 
London shippers were compelled to hand 
over $200 additional duties. Other in- 
voices were settled in the same way.

The series of 
biographical studies of the lives and works 
of certain representative characters, of 
which it forms a part, about whom have 
gathered the great traditions of the na- 
tions to which they belonged, and who 
have been accepted, in many instances, as 
types of the several national ideals, are of 
great advantage both to the student and 
teacher of history, for with the life of 
each typical character is presented a pic- 
ture of the national conditions surrounding 
him during his career. The author of the 
volume before us has made a close study 
of her subject, and lifted for the reader 
the curtain of the centuries until it is 
living Rome in the midst of her ancient 
power and conquests that she presents, and 
into whose life the reader enters. In sum- 
ming up the character of her subject the 
author says: “It is not, however, by what 
he accomplished, but by what he tried to 
do and by what he was, that Julian raised 
himself.to a position among those who must 
ever rivet the eyes of mankind. . .

CHBAPHR MONEY. From San Fran- 

cisco it is ammounced that the Hibernia 
Savings and Loan Society has reduced its 
rates on loans from 7 to 614 per cent. The 
vaults of this Dank are said to be packed 
with money and the reduction in inter- 
est, which has been expected for some 
time, is having a good effect on invest- 
ments. 


SILVER SHIPMENTS. Large amounts 


of silver ate now being shipped through 
San Francisco to China and Japan. The 
change in the method of transporting si- 
ver to the Orient from the United States 
was recently mentioned in this column. 
Until a month or two ago silver destined 
for the east, although it might come from 
Nevada, was sent to New York, thence to 
London and through the Suez Canal to 
China and Japan. Referring to the effects 
of this-system an officer of the Smelby 
Smelting Company said to a Call reporter: 

“About the middie of last year silver 
from Colofado and Utah vegan to come 
to San Francisco. It is intended for ship- 
ment to China and Japan. It comes here 
now because the exporters pay a better 
price for it here than they would in New 
York. They can purchase it more quickly 
when it is sent to this city and have it 
reach Japan or Ohina more easily than by 
shipping it via London and the Suez Ca- 
nal. When the government was buying 
silver the product of the Colorado, Utah 
and New Mexico mines was sent east be- 
cause as good a price could be obtained 
for it there as here. The natural trend 
of trade was toward the East, the express 
charges to the East were lower than to 
this city. Why. the discrimination in ex- 
press charges against San Francisco should 
exist I do not Know. Notwithstanding it, 
the price paid here now is so much better 
than in New York that the bullion comes 
to this city. 

“AS consequence more bullion ‘has 
been coming here to be refined lately, 
more men are employed and more acid 
and other materials consumed. Some of 
the silver which comes now from the places 
I mentioned is in bars, ready for export. 
The business from Utah and New Mexico

COMMERCIAL. 

ORANGES IN LONDON. A gentleman 
writes from London io a Times subscriber, 
under date of April 18, that handsome Call- 
fornia oranges were selling there on that 
date at 3 shillings (75 cents) per dozen. 
The beat large Java oranges were selling at 
the same time at a price equivaient to 24 
cents per dozen, or $5 per box of 160 or- 
anges. This shows that California oranges 
must be held in great esteem in London, 
or they would not be selling at nearly twice 
the price that is asked for the Syria fruit. 


CHEAPER RATES. One of the most en- 
couraging features of the situation to the 
fruit-growers of California is the disposi- 
tion which is shown by transportation com- 
panies to reduce their charges. A few 
weeks ago a number of prominent fruit- 
growers addressed a letter to the Southern 
Pacific Company in which they showed 
that unless the company would grant some 
concessions im its freight charges the fruit- 
growing ithdustry would be ruined. The 
railroad company has refused most of the 
requests made by the growers, but the 

ncession which it has just granted is 
most important one. This is an average re- 
duction of 40 per cent. on local freight 
charges for fruit hauled from the place of 
production to points on the main line for 
overland transportation. This, in connec- 
tion with the putting on of a number of 
ventilator cars, which knocks off $125 a 
car, the cost of refrigeration, should do 
much to stimulate the California fruit in- 
dustry. It is true that the fruit-growers 
north of the Tehachepi are the chief gain- 
ers by the reduction of local ight, but 
anything that tends to widen the Eastern 
market for California products is of benefit 
to those who are connected with the in- 
dustry. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


APPLES. The demand for good apples 
seems to be increasing on the Pacific 
Coast, due, no doubt, to the fact that the 
exports from the Atlantic States to Pu- 
gland are increasing. A year ago the 
shipment from New York amounted to 
168,706 barrels, while this year it has 
reached 1,443,592 barrels. It is not ad- 
visable to plant apples in inland valleys 
where the temperature is high. The fruit 
produced in such localities is often large 
and beautiful, but does mot acquire the 
flavor of fruit grown in higher aititudes. 
Apples grown at elevations ranging 
from 2000 to 6000 feet acquire a better 
flavor and better keeping qualities. If the 
altitude is too great, however, the young 
trees must be thoroughly protected or 
they will be broken by the weight of snow. 


TOBACCO. Among the crops that have 
been experimented with in California and 
have been much talked about, but have 
never been grown on an extensive scale, 
is tobacco. For twenty years past the 
culture of tobacco has been attempted in 
the neighborhood of Gilroy im Santa’ Clara 
county, and a good many people have 
wondered how it is that nothing more defi- 

hite has resulted from these attempts. If 
the following extract from the Gilroy Ga- 
zette is well founded, reason for this 
lack of success is explained: 

“Every now and then we catch in an 
exchange a reference to the capacity of 
this section for the production of good to- 
bacco. The conditions for its favorable 
growth and cure do exist and should be 
taken advantage of by individuals in an 
experimental way, but never, for many 
years to come, can the residents not per- 
sonally interested in its production be in- 
duced to put up money to start factories. 
The two unfortunate experiences already 
had have burned too many fingers for the 
old wictims to ever place their hands in 
the vicinity of the again. Had the 
two previous enterprises been fairly and 
honestly conducted, with due regard to 
the prosperity of the community, instead 
of with an eye singly to cinching it for 
the benefit of the individual, Gilroy would 
today be the center and entrepot of a great

DBSTROYING GALMON.—The waste- 
fulness of the American people is pro- 
verbial. Nature has deen so bountiful to 
this great continent that those who oc- 
oupy it seem to have formed an idea that 
there is no limit to its resources, and in 
consequence Americans have become a na- 
tion of ependthrifts. The vast grain fields 
of the West and Northwest are sown to 
wheat year after year wikhout any at- 
tempt to renew the fertility of the soil, 
so that it is not surprising to hear com- 
plaints to the effect that the returns 
from wheat do not longer pay the farmer 
for his lubor. In the same way the for- 
ests of the country are cut down amd de- 
stroyed, not only by the ax but by fire, in 
a manner that excites the horror of Eu- 
who have the strictest 
laws for the preservation of their forest 
wealth, and never allow a tree to be cut 
down unless one or more is planted in 
its place. 

Reports from Alaska show that there fs 
danger of ‘the total destruction of an- 
other importam product which has been 
so plentiful as to seem almost inex- 
hausgtible. It is said that the reckless 
slaughter of salmon in Alaskan waters 
will soon cause the fish to be a rarity 
unless some more effective means are 
found to protect R. The methods used 
by the canners sweep the streams of fish, 
and none are teft to continue the race. 
By nets, fish-traps and even by dynamite, 
the canners have been preventing the 
progress of the salmon to its breeding- 
grounds, and every fish, fit or unfit, has 
been taken.

SOME PROFOUND THOUGHTS ON 
CLIMATE. 


Our rainy season ts over, che fog which 
has hung over us for some days has been 
dissipated, and now we have our usual 
clear, shining skies, delightful sea-breezes 
and such days as would make the aver- 
age Yankee go mad with gladness if they 
could only be held to be a part of the c- 

But at present the denizens of that un- 
reliable clime are, with the budding of 
the May flowers and the springing of tush 
gtasses, on the lookout for sudden storms, 
thunderbolts, flerce lightnings, cyclones 
and ithe like, with the beginning of sultry 
heat and general discomfort. They have 
not a climate upon which they can de- 
pend, for it may be calm, fair and smiling 
with the opening day, and lite look full of 
promise, and before the nightfall death 
and destruction hold high carnival in 
storm and tempest. 

The people of California have become so 
accustomed to their calm and equatbile cli- 
mate that they do not half appreciate its 
worth. A climiate that lets one alone fpom 
January to December is a climate beyond 
all estimate of value. Think how satiisfy- 
ing it ts to be able to lay your plans for 
days and weeks in advance, with never the 
fear that they will be interfered with by 
storm or tempest. We ean plow, and plant, 
and build without interruption. We can 
arrange for business or for pleasure with 
never the fear of the weather vetoing the 
arrangements that we have made. We are 
not afraid of extreme heat, of sunstrokes 
or of chill and frost. We may go forward 
as ſudependent of the weather as if no 
such thing as unpleasant weather existed 
m the almanacs. We do not even need 
an almanac, for almost every day of the 
year is a day of sunshine and of com- 
fort. The weather man at Washington 
has no business with our affairs. Clear 
skies are ours of right, a year of harvests, 
and a twelvemonth of blossoming; and 
eny one who can find any fault with a 
climate like that of California ought to 
be set down on the apex of the North Pole 
clothed in a summer suit to consider the 
mercies which were his while he was here, 
until he realizes by contrast the sum total 
of their immeasurable vastness. 


CUBA’S DESTINY. 


A special correspondent at Havana, 
whose communication appears elsewhere 
in The Times, gives the substance of an 
interesting conversation with one of the 
most prominent Spaniards in that city, 
relative to Cuba and the existing insur- 
rection. The opinion is advanced that 
the independence of Cuba is sure to be 
accomplished sooner or later, but that the 
present rebellion is certain to fail, and 
ought to fail, as neither its leaders nor 
their followers are intelligent men, fit to 
conduct an independent government. The 
gentleman interviewed also expresses the 
opinion that when Cuba finally cuts loose 
from Spain it will go to either the United 
States, England or France. He advises us 
to keep a close watch of affairs if we de- 
sire the acquisition of this splendid prize. 

The correspondent declares that England 
has designs on the island; that she has 
secret agents in every province, and that 
she has recently had a dozen draughtsmen 
at work for months making complete maps 
of the island. Cubans are very friendly 
toward the French, but admire the money- 
making proclivities of the Americans. 


Cuda is of more value to the United States, 


both tor strategical and other purposes, 
than to any other nation. Standing mid- 
way between the Atlantic and the Gulf 
ports, Cuba—or the power that holds her— 
can control at will all the commerce be- 
tween these ports. The island is also the 
key to the sea gates of more than twenty 
thousand miles of navigable rivers empty- 
ing into the Gulf of Mexico. 

When the Nicaragua Canal shall have 
been completed, which is a question of only 
a few years at most, the importance of 
Cuba will be even greater than now, as it 
lies directly in the path of the more im- 
portant lines of transit from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific. It is obvious that the 
United States should never permit Cuba to 
pass under the dominion of any other 
power when she cuts loose from Spain. 
Cuba belongs naturally to the United 
States, and it would be an act of unspeak- 
able folly for us to allow any powerful na- 
tion to gain a foothold so near to our ter-

It ‘has been in existence for over thirteen 
years and now finds that its douwble<yl- 
inder printing press is no longer adapted 
to the enlarged requirements of the pa- 
per. The management has lately ordered 
an dmproved stereotype perfecting press 
fram the well-known firm of R. Hoe & 
Co., New York. The new press will be 
one of the fastest single machines on the 
Pacific Coast, capable of printing 4-page 
papers at a rate of 24,000 an hour, and 
page papers at the rate of 12,000 per 
hour. The Ledger also uses five Mer- 
genthaler linotype machines being the 
Arat newspaper in Washington to use 
those rapid line-casters. It will shortly 
put in two more of these great machines. 
The paper had a serious labor fight on 
its hands two years ago, but it pulled 
through ft all right, winning the battle. 
The many improvements the managers of 
the paper are now making in the plant 
show that the trouble did not in apy 
measure cripple tthe Ledger or retard fts 
prosperity or usefulness. 


Complaints are coming to police head- 
quarters that evil houses are being set up 
in some of the residence sections. This 
is not wholly unexpected. The wretched 
creatures must go somewhere. They can- 
not be expected to get off the face of the 
earth whenever they are raided by the po- 
lice. The doors of respectability are irre- 
vocably shut against them. If forcibly 
driven from one part of the city they are 
sure to go to another part. Until human 
nature is radically changed, vice will ex- 
ist. ‘The particular form of vice above 
referred to is most persistent of all, partly 
because it is rooted deepest in human na- 
ture, and partly because the door of re- 
form is shut and bolted against its vic- 
tims. This vice can be regulated and kept 
within limits where it will do the least 
harm, but its entire eradication has never 
yet been accomplished by any community. 
Effective regulation is better than ineffec- 
tive efforts at extermination. 


There is some discussion as to the ad- 
visability of introducing the so-called 
Scotch verdict into California. By this 
plan a verdict of not proven” may be 
rendered in a case where the evidence is 
not strong enough to prove guilt beyond a 
doubt. Under our present system the ver- 
. must either be “guilty” or not 
guilty.” A person tried for murder and 
acquitted cannot again be arrested for the 
same crime. The Scotch verdict leaves 
the question open, and if further evidence 
is discovered he may be rearrested and 
retried. This plan affords a satisfactory 
result in many cases where the evidence 
does not warrant a final verdict, either of 
conviction or acquittal. It has much to 
recommend itself, though doubtless there 
are many objections to its adoption. At 
all events, it is better that some guilty 
men should escape than that innocent men 
should be punished. 


The Chicago Record tells of the dis- 
covery of a “process for manufacturing 
acetylene in an inexpensive manner,” and 
declares that this gas is the most powerful 
illuminating gas known, and can be man- 
ufactured by the new process at an actual 
cost of 5 cents per 1000 feet. It is further 
stated by the same authority that the gas 
“can be sold in liquid form in cans for 
country houses, or even generated on the 
spot for individual lights.” The power of 
the gas is sald to be so great that “a 
burner letting out Sut one foot per hour 
gives a flame of Mty camdle-power, with 
only one-half the heating power of com- 
mon gas.“ If the expectations of the pro- 
moters of this new illuminant be realized, 
a revolution will be created in artificial 
illumination.

The Structure of the Liver. 


(Dr. Andrew Wilson, in Harper's Maga- 
zine for May) The anatomical facts re- 
garding the Hver are easily appreciated. 
By way of a rational understanding of the 
liver’s work t is necessary to become ac- 
quainted with the liver’s build. It is the 
biggest organ in our body, weighing, as it 
does, between three and four pounds. Its 
cofor is ot a chocolate brown, tinged some- 
what with a burnt-wmber.hue. Lying to 
the right of the stomach, it is sheltered 
under the lower ribs and below the big 
muscle (or “diaphragm,”) which 
the chest from the body’s lower cavity. 
Convex above it is hollowed out below, 
and its might side is thick and rounded, 
in opposition to its thin left border. Solid 
in its substance, we find the liver to be 
marked off into five unequal parts, or divi- 
sions, or “lobes,” of which the right lohe 
is the largest, the left lobe ranking next 
in point of size. Now this big gland, 
as regards its essential structure, ts found 
to be composed of cells. Everywhere we 
find the essential elements of a living body 
to consist of these microscopic units, the 
nature of which it is necessary to appre- 
ciate, especially with reference to the 
liver’s work amd duties. Cells are really 
the workmen of the living frame. They 
arec omposed of living matter (or pro- 
toplasm,” in their typical development, 
and dt is through the work and labors of 
the iffereent cells of our bodies that the 
life physical, and I may add the life men- 
tal also, are maintained. For cells in the 
tear-glands manufacture tears, just as cells 
in the sweetbread manufacture sweet- 
bread juice, or just as cells in the salivary 
glands are for the making of 
saliva. It is the cells of the brain which 
the the physical instruments through which 
the work of governing and controlling the 
body is carried on. And if we go back 
in our body’s history to its very beginning, 
we shall find that, to start with, it arose 
from a single living cell we call the ovum, 
or germ. Whatever may be doubtful about 
Hte and its action, this at least is certain, 
that all our bodily work is performed by 
means of the cell-coltonles which compose 
the most vital and most active constituents 
of ourf rame. Like other organs, then, 


our Hyer is essentially built up of living 


cells, the hepaticcells of the anatomist. 
They are aggregated in clumps which form 
the “lobules” of the liver, each lobule 
measuring from the one-tenth to the one- 
twentieth of an inch in diameter. A lob- 
ule is really an epitome of the whole liver. 


If we may ascertain the functions whica | 


one of these little clumps of liver cells 
discharges, we may be sure of knowing the 
work of the gland as a whole. Regarding the 
liver cells themselves, they are, cf course, 
utterly microscopic bodies. In diameter 
they vary from the one-thousanth part to 
‘the one-two-thousandth part of an inch. 
Of yellow color, the microscope shows us 
that their protoplasm, or living matter, 
is of granular nature, and exhibits oil 
globules in its

From here he went to 
Arizona, and thence to Lawrence county, 
. D., where his father lives. In June he 
went to work on a railroad in Wyoming, 
and after working on the Crow reservat- 
tion for a little while, he came to Cali- 
fornia again, by 
From the Oregon line he came to Sacra- 
mento with a band of cattle. From Tulare 
he beat his way down to San Fernando. 
On the train at Summit he met Btzler, 
who told him that his name was W. 8. 
Parker’’.and Jake Mefford. On arrival at 
San Fernando he told Parker“ that he 
was going over to collect some money 
from a rancher, for whom he used to work. 
He wanted to know if it would be out of 
his way, and Thompson agreed to allow 
him to go along. After a walk of about 
three hours they reached the Johnson 
ranch, and, as @very one was asleep, 
turned into the hay mow. Next morning 
at the breakfast table Mrs. Trodgon, who 
was very much excited, told him that 
Alva had been bothered a good deal by de- 
tectives, and had been arrested for train- 
robbery since he left. Etzler, and not 
defendant, related a long story about driv- 
ing a team 100 miles, but defendant paid 
no attention to it at the time. 

As Alva Johnson was in town and she 
was afraid that his going to town would 
cause trouble, Mrs. Trogdon sent Minnie 
on horseback after him, and defendant 
told the girl to tell Alva to bring him a 
pair of overalls and some shirts, just as 
she started.

Etzler he met 
at San Gabriel about a week later, and the 
latter showed him some money and a pis- 
tol, which he got from Johnson. He did 
not need any then, as Mrs. Johnson had 
paid him what ‘was coming to him. 

He and ler then trdvelled together to 
Gila Bend, he left the latter and a 
red-headed man named Ter, together. 
He next saw them driving a herd ot burros 
near the asylum, some three miles from 
Phoenix. Etzler was reeling, with his hands 
to his head, and defendant left the wagon 
on which he was riding. into town and 
went to his friend’s assistance, taking care 
of him for several days. They then went 
up to Tempe, and one day Etzler showed 
him a letter and asked him to get a box 
containing a compass and a chain at the 
express office for him. 

Thompson then detailed his movements 
in search of work up to the time of his 
arrest by five cowboys, and laughed gree- 
fully at his counsel’s reference to Will 
Smith’s four-hundred-mile chase, -.xplain- 
ing that the reason Smith didn’t Ind him 
was that he went Bast, while defendant 
was going west all the time. 

He also related his experiences with 
the detectives both on the train and in 


the jails at Phoenix ‘and this city, ins!st-| 


ing that Will Smith told him that the 
Southern Pacific Company and Wells, 
Fargo & Co. could either break his neck, 
or let him go, and that if he would tell all 
he knew, he (Smith,) would do his best to 
get him off with ten years.

The Historical Society met in Judge 
Morrison's courtroom, Old City Hall, last 
evening. H. D. Barrows read a sketch of 
the life of Col. J: T. Warner. John Trum- 
ball Warner was born November 20, 1807, 
in Lynne, Ct. His ancestors come to 
America in 1630. The late Chief Justice 
Waite was a relative of Col. Warner's. 


tumn of 1830, at the age of 23, in search of 
a milder climate. He arrived in St. Louis 
in November. Smith, Jackson and Sub- 
lette of the Rocky Mountain Fur Com- 
pany had just arrived in St. Louis from 
their rendezvous or the Yellowstone River. 
The great quantity and value of the furs 
brought by them caused quite a sensation, 
and gave an impetus to trading and trap- 
ping. Next spring Warner joined a trad- 
ing expedition bound for Santa Fe. Thi 
expedition reached Santa Fe on July 4, 1831. 
On September 6 he left Santa Fe for far- 
distant and iittle-known California. The 
party consisted of eleven men under the 
leadership of Jackson, Waldo and Young. 
Their object in coming to California was 
to purchase mules for the Louisiana mar- 
ket. They came by way of Tubac, Tucson 
and the Pima villages. Warner arrived 
first in San Diego and from there came 
to Los Angeles, reaching this city De- 
cember 5, 1831. He went an an otter- 
hunting expedition in 1832. He hunted 
beaver in Central ard Northern California 
and Oregon. He finally settled down in 
Los Angeles in 1834 and engaged in mer- 
chandising. In 1854 he started a weekly 
paper, the Southern Vineyard. The office 
of the paper was in an old adobe, where 
the Phillips Block now stands. He was 
once owner of Warner’s ranch. It was 
here that he made his brave resistance to 
an attack by two or three hundred hostile 
Indians. He killed four of his assailants 
and escaped uninjured. For his bravery 
on that occasion he was given the title 
of colonel. He died April 11, 1895, aged 
87 years and 5 months. Col. Warner was 
the first president of the Historical So- 
ciety. A committee, consisting of J. M. 
Gunn, Gen. John Maysfield and H.

THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC FROM 
SANTA ANA TO LONG BEACH. 


Seashore Trains Having Good Pas- 
senger Business—Shipment of 
Oranges Eastward—Exten- 
sion to Alamitos. 


Sea breezes are in demand at the pres- | 
ent time. The Southern Pacific Railwsy , 
officials report that on Sunday nineteen 
crowded coaches pulled out from Los An- 
geles for Santa Monica. It may be that

“HANDS OFF” CUBA. 


But We. Must Watch the 
Progress of the Revolt. 


Cuba Friendly to France—Her Im- 
portance to the United States 
in Time of War. 


She Holds the Key to Over Twenty 
Thousand Miles of Sea Gates, 
Controlling the Commerce 
of the World. 


HAVANA (Cuba,) April 25.—(Special 
Correspondenes of The Times:) “Let the 
United States keep her hands off this 
muddle and quarrel now existing between 
Spain and Cuba,” said one of the most 
prominent Spaniards in the city of Havana 
to me today. 

“It would not be good policy for Amer- 
ica to take a hand in the fight one way 
or the other,” he continued; but it would 
be well for American statesmen to watch 
closely the events that will take place 
on the island within the next decade. Cuba 
is as sure to sever all allegiance and con- 
nection with Spain as the sun is to rise 
tomorrow. It may not be this year. If 
the insurgents are not reinforced ten times 
more than their numbers at the present 
time represent, the entire thing will end 
in a disgrace to the insurrectionists. They 
will be miserably defeated, as in all truth 
they ought to be. 

Suppose they should win. Maceo is the 
acknowledged leader. He is a negro. If 
his party were to drive the Spaniards 
home, what would be the result? Why, 
Maceo would contend for the Presidency, 
and if he didn’t get it be would raise an- 
other row. Now, Cuba is very tired of 
her present government, but in choosing 
between misrule, which is done by white 
people, and a change of government, not 
knowing what the future will bring forth, 
I tell you that I unhestitatingly choose 
the King. The majority of the rebels ta- 
day are negroes. They do not know the 
slightest thing about the science of civ- 
llized government. Every one of them is 
uneducated, and, you might add further, 
nu are fighting 
for what? Taéey don't kiow. 

“I guarantee to you today that three- 
fourths of the rebels now in the field have 
not contributed a cent directly toward the 
maintenance of the monarchy in years. 

hey do not know what they want. If 
they had a republican form of government, 
they would fight and quarrel the same as 
they do now. The situation would not 
change. These men now in the field have 
not been free men for quite ten years. 
They are illiterate and absolutely un- 
versed in all of the arts of governing em- 
ployed by cultivated countries. Suppose 
the negroes of your Southern States should 
rebel at the manner of their government, 
what would your people do? 


WILL COME SOME DAY. 


San. these people are now fighting for 
what must inevitably occur. Cuba must 
be free. The time has passed when Spain 
can with impunity suck the very life blood 
of the island. Some day the Spaniards liv- 
ing here end the Cubans will shake bands 
on that, : |. when that time comes, then 
it will be well for your government to ke2p 
an eye on us. If Cuba does not then go to 
the. United States she will go to either 
France or England. The heterogeneous 
populatlon of the island renders her abso- 
lutely incapable of self-government. 
could have a litiited suffrage, an eduea- 
tional or a property qualification. the sit- 
uation might be different. But when Cuba 
is free from Spanish taxes, her people, the 
same who are now fighting, would rebel 
if they were not given privileges equal to 
those of their superiors.” 

This gentleman’s remarks are full of 
significance. There is no doubt but that 
England is keeping a watchful and inter- 
ested eye on this island. At this present 
moment there are over twenty men belo i¢- 
ing to the English government, and f- 
ficially representing the Queen, who are 
now in the city of Havana. In the British 
Consul’s office in this city there has been 
a force of a dozen draughtsmen at work for 
a month making a complete map of the 
island for the benefit of that government. 
In every province on the island there are 
five or more British representatives who 
are stopping at the best hotels and are 
spending money lavishly upon all whom 
they meet. They are known to be in secret 
communication with the Foreign Secretary. 
When they receive mail it comes to the 
British Consul at this plac, and from kere 
is dispatched by special messenger to the 
place where the agent is located. 


FRIBNDLY TO THE FRENCH. 


France and Spain are upon the most 
friendly terms, and as kong as the Spanieh 
crown should ask ik, France will take no 
achive steps toward acqu‘ring the island. 
But tthe people here of all political parties 
are very friendly to the French govern- 
ment. Indeed, it may be said that a 
Frenchman is more universally loved here 
than an American. Every person, or nearly 
every—one,—born and reared ‘here, loves 
the American fcr his money only. A Cu- 
— talking with me a few evenings ago, 
said: 

“You Americans know how to make 
money, to concruc: machinery, butld rail- 
roads and Wwhinzs of thist sort. Oude of 
that, you are behtud even Spain. America 
is her unequal in literature, the arts, Tie 
drama, in medicine, and in every*hing 
ces. You have no silivtesemen. You have 


never produced a diplomat worthy. of the 


When he uttered these words he voiced 
the sentiment of four-fifths of the popula- 
tion, of all colors and classes, living in 
Cuba. The American, therefore, who im- 
agines that the island of Cuba is coming 
to the United States and ask to be per- 
mitted to come into the mcherhocd of 
Staites, is laboring under a delusion. When 
Ouba becomes a par: of ancther govern- 
mem: besides that of Spain, that govern- 
ment has got to make a bid for it. 

The territcrial relations of the island 
are cf a more marked and permanent 
character than those of any other country 
of limited extent in all America. The as- 
somtton of Albbe Raynal, made before lhe 
ime of the present generation, that “Cuba 
is the Doulevard cf the New World,” is 
MNterally «crue.- The formation of the erst- 
ern shore and the trade winds of the 
Carddean Sea make the narrow eastern 
Odean parrsages the natural outlet for the 
commerve of Venezuela, Panama, Costa 
Rica, Honduras, San Salvador, and, great- 
ed of all importance now, Nicarsigua. 

The rich and rapidly increasing com- 
merce, of the countries bordering America 
on the west, the building of the Nicara- 
guan Canal, which is only a question of a 
few years at the outside, and the proxim- 
ity of Cuba, makes the island the most 
valuable piece of property of her size 
known to the commercial world. The 
physical geogra of all the = Isthmus 
States north of Panama and of the Repub- 
lic of Mexico give to Cuba a peculiar nat- 
ural territorial relation to a large and 
very important part of the Western world. 

HER WORTH TO AMERICA. 


No country possesses the safety of its 
harbors as Cuba does; and for purposes 
of defense in time of trouble her coasts 
are important. Through the peculiar lo- 
cation it guards all the avenues of ap- 
preach to the island, making an attack 
upon Cuban shores a movement of great 
dificuky and danger, While at the same 
time it cuts off all hope of a safe retreat 
in case of reverses to the attacking party. 

The importance of Cuba in this respect 
to the United States is shown in the . 
cumstances of the English expedition 
against Louisiana. Packenham’s fleet was 
stationed and all of his forces were con- 
eentrated et Jamaica, and, in their ad- 
vanee upon the United States, were com- 
pelled to sail for 700 miles almost within 
sight of the Cuban shores.

The territorial relations of Cuba to the 
other islands of the Antilles give it a very 
marked preponderance. In area, and, in- 
deed, in population, it exceeds all the 
others put together, while in abundance of 
safe and capacious porte it equals them. 
Cuba’s geographical position sives her pe- 
cullar advantages with respect to these 
other islands. With one extremity rest- 
ing in undisturbed proximity upon the con- 
tinent for support, the other extends be- 
tween and in sight of St. Domingo and 
Jamaica, which are the only other islands 
of the Antilles possessing any territorial 
Importance. Her natural resources and 
her facility for internal communication 
give to these territorial relations & power 
which can never be superseded by any com- 
bination of acquired or natural advan- 


tages in the other islands of the American 
archipelago. 


KEY TO TWENTY THOUSAND MILBS. 

In the estimation of European cabinets 
now, as there has always existed, Cuba’s 
greatest value is to the United States. The 
geographical formation of the Atlantic and 
gulf coasts places Cuba midway between 
them, enabling the power that holds Cuba 
to impede at will all maritime commerce 
between these ports. At the same time it 
is the key to sea gates of more than twenty 
thousand miles of river navigation empty- 
ing into the Gulf of Mexico, the shutting- 
out of which would inflict injuries of in- 
calculable extent upon every fiber of the 
great Mississippi Valley. 

The territorial relations of Cuba toward 
the United States have an important bear- 
ing, also, upon her domestic economy. It 
constitutes more than one-half of a bar of 
foreign territory lying directly over the 
most important lines of transit between 
the Atlantic and the Pacific, across or 
through which now passes a very large 
trade. The traffic from New York.to San 
Francisco by the way of Cape Horn is a 
very great one, in volume amounting to 
more than most persons not acquainted 
with the statistics would imagine. This 
bar of territory overlying this very im- 
portant line of transit extends from Cape 
Catoche in Yucatan to the Island of Porto 
Rico, a distance of something like 1400 
miles. Through this bar there are — 
three passages open to commerce no 
used, or ones that can be practically used 
These passages are either 
under the political or financial control of 
European powers. 

The most western of these is Cape Ca- 
toche at the western end of Cuba, form- 
ing the southern outlet of the Gulf of Mex- 
feo, and which can be approached from 
Atlantic ports by first passing through the 
channel between the north coast of Cuba 
and the reefs of Florida. This passage is 
a little over a hundred miles leeward 
this city. . 

IMPORTANT SEA GATES. 

The next passage eastward is the one on 
the eastern coast, with the western ex- 
tremity touching St. Domingo. The other 
maritime channel is between the eastern 
end of St. Domingo and Porto Rico. Half 
of this vast and important part of Amer- 
lea is under the domination of Spain. 
Cuba, ed by Spain, alone possesses 
sufficient territorial power to keep these 
important sea gates open to our com- 
merce. 

Again, it will not be many years, at the 
outside—the time will be seen by the pres- 
ent generation—before the opening of the 
Nicaragua Canal. In such an event, the 
seas bordering the shores of Cuba and 
the advantages from every side of all 
moral, political and commercial questions, 
would be so great that the figures are 
sufficient to defy computation: The pos- 
session of this island, in such an event, 
would mean mofe to the United States 
government than feeble minds can now 
estimate.

RABBI VOORSANGER. 


TALK ON "CRANKS, 
AND OTHER CRAZY PERSONS. 


A Learned and Humorous Arraign- 
ment of People Who Are Differ- 
ent From Others and Con- 
sequently Cranks 


Rabbi Jacob Voorsanger, D.D., rabbi of 
Temple Bmanu- El, San Francisco, and pro- 
fessor of semitic tanguvages and literature 
at the University of California, delivered 
the first of a series of three lectures at 
the Unity Church last evening, for the 
benefit of the Associated Charities of Los 
Angeles.

In the 
first class might be numbered the man who 
declares he is able to square the circle, 
to perfect an airship, or advises the Pres- 
ident how to govern the country; the harm- 
ful crank is represented by Charlotte Cor- 
day, Guiteau and others. 

The religious cranks are the most dan- 
gerous of all. There are charity cranks, 
and those who spend their time in inves- 
tigating scientific phenomena. The rabbi 
said it was not his purpose to discuss poor 
maniacs, who only excite compassion, but 
cranks who pursue one idea, ideas that 
will have to be vindicated by future gen- 
erations. The world ia conservative, and 
only a few men strive to look behind the 
veil of the future to see what is to come; 
the strength and growth of civilization is 
due ‘to men who have had the courage to 
be the upbuilders of the world’s wisdom, 
and to leave the toil behind. There is a 
differance between sage and sage and 
thought and thought; men who are al- 
Ways speculating on the unknown, and 
new principles, are apt to meet with doubt 
and ridicule, because the world ia conser- 
vative. The world is usually startled when 
a new thought is produced, and calls the 
producer a crank, a man, who, when vindi- 
cated, often stands head and shoulders 
above the world. In olden times they did 
worse than laugh at the crank, they per- 
secuted him. 

Examples ot Cranks were then taken up; 
Abraham was probably considered. a crank 
by his Syrian relatives, and yet this crank 
has given the world the idea of the unity 
of God 


Pythagoras, whose wisdom was greater 
than his peculiarities, was denounced as 
a crank by his generation, but revered and 
glorified by succeeding generations. Pytha- 
goras and Copernicus, the two cranks, were 
linked together as immortal pioneers in 
the science of astronomy. Pythagoras was 
a vegetarian, because he believed in the 
transmigration of souls. 

Diogenes lived in a tub and carried a 
candle in daylight, yet he was one of the 
greatest masters of economy, and a great 
exponent of manhood. Strictly speaking, 
he was a critic of the highest order, and 
his living in a tent was a rebuke to over- 
luxurious living. His measures were ex- 
treme; he divested himself of all domestic 
accessories, and his ways exiNbited a 
comical exaggeration of his own teaching, 
which was that all man needed was the 
sun. 

Roger Bacon, the poor friar, the con- 
temporary of Albertus Magnus, was de- 
spised in his native England, but now we 
allude to him as the Admirable Doctor. 
He conceived the idea of the steam engine 
400 years before it was carried out and 
was persecuted till he died. He was a 
crank because he lived a few hundred 
years before his time; he was imprisoned 
tor ten years for suspected connivance 
with the devil and the use of magic. He 
was the greatest arithmeticion and was one 
of the advance guard of the study of as- 
tronomy. He was the inventor of spec- 
tacles and dreamed of boats propelled 
without sails or oars; he was the father 
of modern chemistry. Columbus might be 
termed the fin de siecle crank. For eight 
years he was the butt of every joker in 
Spain; he was met with smiles of derision 
and pity, and his theories were too laugh- 
able to be seriously entertained. A man 
is considered a crank when he talks of 
something never heard of before, and does 
not think exactly as his grandmother did. 
Columbus was a crank, whose vindication 
came during his lifetime, a privilege sel- 
dom accorded to the majority. 

Prof. Garner, the great scholar who 
has just returned from Europe,locked him- 
self in a cage in the African forests to 


learn the language of the gorilla and chim-. 


panzee. He was no crank, but a daring 
pioneer. The crank gives his life to the 
demonstration of one idea and if he fails, 
leaves to posterity his pioneer work. 
Garner believes firmly in simian languages. 
and Dr. Chevallier is engaged in the study 
of the language of fowls and canaries. 
Why should not dumb animals have a lan- 
gu of their own? But the placid world 
dislikes being disturbed by novelty, though 
all that mow constitutes progress was 
brought about by so-called cranks. The 
world is full of dreamers; day dreams 
come to all, and there are ideals in all 
hearts that yearn to be realized some day; 
the craving after perfect happiness pro- 
duces dreams. The poor dream of wealth, 
the invalid of health, and the ancient of 
days still dreams of youth, the prisoner 
of the day of coming liberty, the exile of 
his return to his native land. 

Dreams are by a longing for 
better things, and happy is the man who 
wakes from his dream to find i not a 
dream at all. How to procure-.and per- 
pe:uate the happiness of mam has been 
the dream of many. The existing condi- 
tions are not always those that produce 


-the most happiness for men, but what ts 


happiness to one, is not always that to 
another. In all ages, men have dreamt 
of the betterment of conditions; some of 
these dreams have come to pass, but some
